REPORT OF THE REFORESTATION COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen :— 


We, the Reforestation Committee beg leave to report as 
follows: 


We met at the Forestry Station on April Ist. Accomp- 
anied by F. S. Newman, Superintendent of the Forestry 
Station, the Committee inspected a parcel of property viz.: 
north 7O acres of Lot 18, Concession 6, South Walsingham, 
known as the Simes farm. In a former report of February 
18th, 1933, this property was recommended as being suitable 
for purchase as a county forest. 


The land in question was looked over in detail, and lends 
itself for tree planting exceptionally well. Barring the ten 


acres more or less constituting a wooded gulley, the whole - 


area can be very cheaply furrowed. About seven acres of 
blow sand would require brushing subsequent to planting, 
but plenty of brush is available, and this operation would not 
entail a large outlay. 


The Committee recommend the area an attractive buy at 
$490.00 or $7.00 per acre, and strongly urge the council to 
take definite action in the matter. Negotiations are under 
way to procure a final price on this land, but should there be 
any hitch, it is recommended that at least $500.00 be voted 
for the immediate purchase of some other suitable property 
and that planting be carried out this SPRING. 


Members of the County Council who were appointed to 
interview the Minister of Lands and Forests, as to a con- 
structive relief policy were given a very favorable hearing, 
but the fact was pointed out that the county and the town- 
ships must be willing to do their share in providing employ- 
ment. It was further suggested that the County purchase 
land for reforestation in order to assist the Forestry Station 
in disposing of its several millions of trees which may other- 
wise have to be burned.

Under the supervision of William Taylor the following 
work was done. 


Morrison Plantation—Lot 14, Con. 13, North Walsing- 
ham, 2500 Red Pine were planted on an old orchard site 
from which the apple trees had been removed for the wood 
obtained therefrom. 


Payne Plantation—lot 12, Con. 2, Charlotteville, 2500 
White Spruce were used to fill in fail spots and places which 
were too wet to plant last year. 


Shelburg Plantation—Lot 20, Con. 8, Charlotteville, 
11,000 trees, including 7000 Larch and 4000 Spruce were 
planted last fall on the property. This Spring the area was 
looked over, all trees that had heaved were reinstated and 
in addition 2,800 White Spruce were planted, mostly in eset 
that had been prepared the year | previous. 


Bonnie Heath Farm-——Lot 8, Con. 10, Townsend, 6,500 
Red Pine were planted on a new area by Mr. Tudor. 


Simes Plantation—Lot 18, Con. 6, South Walsingham, 
this 1s new property, purchased during the late Spring. 
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61,200 Red Pine were planted on this Property. About seven 
acres of blow-sand was bushed subsequent to planting. 


A total of 86,500 trees were set out this year by and 
under the jurisdiction of the County, giving employment to 
twenty-six men, at a total expenditure of $239.85. When 
the extra work of brushing the blow areas, furrowing and 
lifting trees, prior to planting is considered, a great deal of 
credit is due to Mr. Taylor for so efficiently and cheaply 
carrying out his end of the project. The average cost per 
thousand in connection with this Spring’s work amounts to 
approximately $3.29.

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BY-LAWS 





BY-LAW NO. 653 


A By-Law of the Corporation of the County of Norfolk 
to provide for borrowing $40,000.00 upon debentures to pay 
for the County’s share of the expenditure for construction on 
the King’s Highways within the County for 1931. 


WHEREAS the expenditure for construction on King’s 
Highways within the County of Norfolk for the year 1931 
was $213,949.80 and the share of the cost of such construction 
apportioned to the said County of Norfolk for the said year 
1931 amounts to $42,789.96. 


AND WHEREAS under the Revised Statutes of Ontario 
1927 “The Highway Improvement Act,” chapter 54, section 
65, and sub-sections thereunder, the County Council is em- 
powered to pass By-Laws to issue and sell debentures for an 
amount estimated sufficient to pay the share of construction 
of King’s Highways apportioned to said County. 


AND WHEREAS for the purpose of paying the sum of 
$42,789.96 apportioned to the County of Norfolk for con- 
struction on King’s Highways within the County, it is nec- 
essary to borrow $40,000.00 on the credit of the Corporation 
and to issue and sell debentures therefor bearing interest at 
the rate of five per cent. per annum, which is the amount of 
the debt intended to be created by this By-Law. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to make the principal 
of the said debt repayable in yearly sums during the period of 
fifteen years of such amounts respectively that the aggre- 
gate amount payable for principal and interest in any year 
shall be as nearly as may be to the amount so payable for 
principal and interest in each of the other years. 


AND WHEREAS it will be necessary to raise annually 
the sum of $3,853.68, during the period of fifteen years to pay 
the said yearly sums of principal and interest as they become 
due. 
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AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole rateable 
property of the Municipality, according to the last revised 
assessment rolls of the local Municipalities of which the 
County is composed is twenty-seven million, eight hundred 


and ten thousand dollars ($27,810,000. ) 


AND WHEREAS the present amount of debenture debt 
of the said Corporation is the sum of $448,907.03, and no prin- 
cipal or interest in respect thereof is in arrears. 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the debenture debt of 
the said County, including the amount to be provided by this 
By-Law is less than five per cent. of the equalized assess- 
ment of said County. 


AND WHEREAS it is advisable that a By-Law shall be 
passed for the purpose aforesaid. 


THEREFORE THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL OF THE 
COUNTY OF NORFOLK enacts as follows: 


1. THAT for the purpose aforesaid there shall be bor- 
rowed on the credit of the said Corporation the sum of forty 
thousand dollars ($40,000.00) and debentures shall be issued 
therefor in the sums of not less than $100.00 each bearing 
interest at the rate of five per cent. per annum and having 
coupons attached thereto for the payment of the interest. 


2. THAT the debentures shall all bear the same date 
and shall be issued within three months after the date of
